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Clinical pharmacokinetic data on antiretroviral drugs are scarce in African HIV-l-positive patients. Most available 
pharmacokinetic data are derived from ethnically distinct Caucasian research volunteers. This presentation will focus on the 
clinical pharmacokinetics training and research outputs of an HIV Research Trust scholarship recipient in Uganda. The work 
highlights the need for post-marketing pharmacokinetic studies in the target populations in order to optimize therapy for 
patients in resource-limited settings. 
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
